Subject: —Import of raw materials, comjxments and spares by actual infers borne 
on the books of the D.G-TJD., during April 1967—March 1908 period . 

No. 136-ITC (PN )/67—Attention is invited to paragraphs 22 and 41 in Sec¬ 
tion I ol the Import Trade Control Policy (Red Book) lor the period April 1967 
March 1&G8 and para 70 of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and 
Procedure 1907, according to which the units borne on the books of D,G.T,D f for 
a particular industry are required to submit their import applications for raw 
materials, components and spares in respect of that industry to the Chief Con¬ 
troller of Imports and Exports through the Directorate General of Technical Deve* 
lopment (Import Cell)* 

2. In accordance with the import policy for raw materials, components and 
spares for the period April 1967—March 1968, the actual users are eligible to 
apply for licences only after utilising their previous licence for raw materials, 
components and spares upto a specified extent* In view of this, for expeditious 
disposal of applications, it has been decided that the existing units borne on the 
books of the D.G-TD. should, hereafter, apply for raw materials, components and 
spares during April ^1967—March 1968, after utilising the previous import licences 
for raw materials, components and spares upto a specified extent to the Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports, New Delhi direct and not through the 
D.G.TJD- 


3- In terms of Ministry of Commerce Public Notice No* 95-ITC(PN)/67, dated 
26th August, 1967, pertaining to units engaged in priority industries and Public 
Notice No. 78-ITC(PN)/67, dated 11th August, 1967, pertaining to other indus¬ 
tries, the applicants have to send, along with the application, the additional 
Information in the prescribed proforma. In the details cf import licences issued/ 
utilised to be furnished in the said proformae, and additional column may also 
be added to indicate "value of shipments effected upto the date of application” 
so that the licensing authorities are in a position to determine the eligibility or 
the applicants to the grant of licences under the Ministry of Commerce Public 
Notice No. 128-ITC(PN)/67, dated 20th September, 1967. 


4* In the case of new units, the existing procedure will continue and they 
should submit their applications through D.G.T.D. 

5- The procedure for the submission of import applications for raw materials, 
components and spares by D.G.T.D. units during April 1967^—March 1908 may be 
deemed to have been amended accordingly.
